DEAR POLLY — Please tell me how to remove paint 
that was spattered on a chair and table when the walls 
were being painted. - THELMA. 


D EA R TH ELM A — Paint spatters should be wiped up 


as they fall, in as short a time as IO or 15 minutes a ring 
may form that is very hard to remove. Hereafter keep a 
cloth dampened with water close by to wipe up latex 
paint spatters and paint solvent on a cloth for oil base 
paint Probably the best you can do at this late date is to 
try to soften the paint (try turpentine) and when soft 
G EN T LY scrape off paint spatters with a dull knife. I he 
finish on the chair and table may need some work after 
the paint is removed. — PO LLY.

These are stored in a cup­ 
board, basement or garage until around the first of December 
At that time we have a family gift wrapping party and 
varieties of wrappings, bows, stickers, old greeting cards, 
clippings of pictured clever gift wraps, etc., are all provided^ 
All these boxes in newsprint are brought out and everyone 
sees who can come up with the cleverest prettiest or most 
traditional looking wrapping A small number is taped on each 
gift and prizes are given for the best wrapping in each 
category All are placed under the tree and no one knows 
whose gift he or she has wrapped Each day I add the proper 
name tags to one or two of the gifts. The family enjoys 
this immensely and some real masterpieces emerge. This ’way 
no one person is burdened with wrapping most of the gifts and 
there is a family togetherness and tradition. It makes Christ­ 
mas spread through the entire year. Hope others may enjoy 
doing this, too — JOYCE.
